The archduke received me in his work-

Describe Visit to Front. 

At an unearthly hour, under the guid 
ance of a captain, I visited San Michele. 

Slushing along through mud and water, 
we came to the top of the steep siopes of 
San Michele, some of which were fairly 
carpeted ewith bodies in various stages of 
decomposition, 

At one place the Italian and Austro- 
Hungarian trenches were within a hun 
dred yards of one another. The trenches 
on Mont San Michele, San Martino, and 
other heights are unlike those on any other 
front. Im many places they are cut and 
drilled into what is practicaliy solid rock, 
a slow process, often under a galling fire. 
Sapping and mining, as on the western 
front, is extremely difficult, practically 
impossible except with boring machines. — 


Fight with Desperation. 

The desperation with which Gen. Boro- 
evic and his army, which is much smaller 
in numbers than I had credited, is hoid- 
ing the Isonzo line, is indicative of the 
vital importance attributed-to this front, 
and does not'correspond with the views 
often heard, ‘hat the Austro-Italian war 
ix of small consequence.

Horse artillery is the same as light field,

Mules Carry Mountain Artillery. 

Mountain artillery is for use in moun- 
tainous countries. It is. supplied with a 
235-100. gum.

Thus four pack mules are the means of 
getting the gun and its Carriage from 
place to place. 

All ammunition and other equipment is 
carried on the backs of pack mules» With 
the exception of the officers and the ser- 
geants and certain details, all men belong- 
ing to the battery walk.

He fur- 
ther said that in all about sixty differ- 
ent people had bought the seats in 
bunches of from one to eight tickets, 
but wae unable to recall from memory 
more than six names of purchasers. 

After keeping the investigation of 
the athletic department waiting for 
two hours, he professed an extreme 
pressure of business at 5:30 p. m., and 
promised to arrange for an appoint- 
ment by telephone later in the even- 
ing at which time the list was to be 
delivered. The appointment was not 
kept. 

The athletic department regrets 
that the tickets in thie allotment, al- 
though made in the best of faith, ap- 
pear, in part at least, to have been 
diverted from those persons for whom 
they were intended. é

cides the contest, then it is time the rules 
should be changed so as to give the block- 
ing team a chance to stop the kick. 


Opinions by Experts. 
The following are opinions of some of th 
best known coaches and officials in the 
country: 


DAVE FULTZ, official—iIn my opinion 
the blocking team has not a chance 
bieck the kick. The only way to equalize 
the situation is to ebolish the punt-out 
and make the scoring team kick its goal 
from the point parallel to the side line at 
which the player crossed the gosi line. 
If this rule is adopted the biocking team 

_ will kave @ better chance to stop the kick 
and in general equalize the situation. 

BILL LANGFORD, official—In my ten 

years of experience as an officta! and player 
I think the punt-out after @ touchdown 
should be dome away with Tf «a team 
scores a touchdown the goal should be 
kicked from a point parallel to the side 
Mine where the touchdown wee made. I 
sirongly favor the blocking team being ret 
back ten yards,-from the point where the 
ball ie. Kkioked, the same ee a fair catch in 
the fileki of play. 

COAGH YOST of Michigan—I have al- 
ways believed in goals after touchdcwns, 
but because of the games which have been 
won this year by the narrow margin of one 
point I think the kick should either be 
abolished or a rule adopted giving the 
blocking team a chance to block. 

DR. SHARPE of Cornell—t heve never 

believed in a field goal after a touchdown. 
As a player and coach, it always hae seemed 
unjust to win @ game by a goai kick. When 
I was at Yale we lost several games be- 
caueé of the failure of a kicker to boot the 
ball between the posts after a touchdown. 
I egree with Dave Fultz that: if the goal 
kiek is to De retained the attempt should 
be made from a point parallel to the side 
line from the point where the ball crossed 
the éide Tine. 
COACH ZUPPEE of Illincise—I om 
strongly in favor of the kick after a touch- 
down, but I belleve the biocking team 
should be given e better chance to stop the 
ball. Thies can be done by placing the 
biecking team ten yerdse back of the point 
from which the kick is to be made. 


Free Kick. 

Another rule which will be brought to 
the attention of the rules committee is 
in regard to a free ball being kicked over 
the goal line. The supposition is ae fol- 
lows: 

A team in possession of the ball at- 
tempts a field goal. The ball is partially 
blocked, but goes over the goal line. A 
member of the kicker’s side attempts to 
fall or the ball, but im the endeavor he 
is pulled away by a member of the de- 
fensive side. The ball is practically in 
the grasp of the kicker’s side player, but 
if one of the defending team recovers the 
ball, then it t a hard matter to rifle. 
The point came up previous to tle Mich- 
igan-Pennsyivania game, and Coaches 
Yost and Brooke agreed to decline the 
penalty and award the kicker's side a 
| touchdown.
